1. DCM CALLED ON DEP FONMIN ARITA JUNE 25 AND MADE POINTS 
OUTLINED REFTEL B. IN ADDITION, DCM IMPRESSED ON ARITA 
NEED FOR GOJ DECISION AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. HE STRESSED THAT 
THE EARLIER SUPPORTERS OF FRIENDLY RESOLUTION COULD GET 
ORGANIZED AND WORKING, THE BETTER THE CHANCES OF GAINING 
PRIORITY OF INSCRIPTION AND ULTIMATE PASSAGE OF RESOLUTION. 

IN REPLY, ARITA SAID THAT GOJ FULLY UNDERSTOOD ALL POINTS, 

AND WAS GRATEFUL FOR PRESENTATIONS MADE BY US IN WASHINGTON, 

NEW YORK, AND TOKYO. ON QUESTION OF CO-SPONSORSHIP, HE SAID

2. GOJ, ARITA CONTINUED, REGARDS THE RESOLUTION AS REASONABLE

TO AVOID HAVING RESOLUTION REGARDED AS LEADING TO CONFRONTATION,

3. DCM SAID HE UNDERSTOOD JAPANESE CONCERN TO AVOID 
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CONFRONTATION POSTURE, BUT WARNED THAT USE OF TERM "CONSENSUS' 1 
IN ANY EXPLANATION WOULD BE INTERPRETED IN ITS HISTORICAL 
UN CONTEXT AS INDICATION THAT FRIENDLY SIDE WOULD ULTIMATELY 
BE PREPARED TO WITHDRAW RESOLUTION. THIS WAS LAST IMPRESSION 
WE WANTED TO GIVE. RATHER, FIRMNESS AND DETERMINATION 
WERE KEY ELEMENTS IN GAINING SUPPORT FOR RESOLUTION AND

4. ARITA REPLIED THAT HE UNDERSTOOD MISCONCEPTIONS THAT

PURPOSE IN PRESENTING RESOLUTION COULD BE DESCRIBED AS 
SEARCH FOR "AGREED SOLUTION". DCM SAID THIS DESCRIPTION 
WAS ACCURATE, ADDING THAT OUR APPROACH IS NO MORE PLOY BUT 
RATHER SERIOUS ATTEMPT TO SOLVE PROBLEM. IF RESOLUTION 
PASSED, US FULLY PREPARED TO CARRY ON TALKS WITH OTHER 
SIDE. WITHOUT AGREEMENT FROM NORTH KOREANS. NO SOLUTION 
POSSIBLE. ARITA MADE SPECIAL POINT OF ENSURING THAT 
NOTETAKER HAD GRASPED DIFFERENCE BETWEEN "CONSENSUS" AND 
"AGREED SOLUTION", AND SAID LATTER TERM SHOULD PROVE 
SATISFACTORY BASIS FOR GOJ EXPLANATION TO AUDIENCES AT HOME 
AND ABROAD. 

5. COMMENT: ARITA'S REMARKS SEEM TO CLARIFY THAT SUBSTANCE 
OF RESOLUTION LESS A STUMBLING BLOCK THAN DEVISING PUBLIC 
POSTURE FOR JAPAN TO ADOPT IN SUPPORT OF OUR APPROACH. 

NORMAL JAPANESE TENDENCY TO AVOID CONFRONTATION STRENGTHENED 
BY MIKI GOVERNMENT DESIRE TO COUCH ALL MOVES IN 
CONCILIATORY TERMS. 

6. WHETHER OR NOT PRIME MINISTER'S APPROVAL IMMEDIATELY 
FORTHCOMING, WE EXPECT GOJ TO CO-SPONSOR AND TO SUPPORT 
RESOLUTION ACTIVELY. DURING INFORMAL CONVERSATION AT TIME 
APPOINTMENT FOR CALL BEING MADE, ARITA MADE POINT OF TELLING 
DCM "WE ARE PREPARED TO DO WHATEVER YOU THINK BEST".
